A Scientific Congress 


A thoughtful person may compare a scientific convention 


meeting in Cincinnati the last week of the year with the con- 
gress at Washington. Each represents great power. But it is 
a very different sort of power. 
* 


Congress meets to make laws, which hereafter govern the 


country. The American Association for the Advancement ot 
Science meets only to.announce laws which it has discovered 
and to help its members for the discovery and mastery of ad 
ditional laws of nature. Yet it is likely that the men assemblec 
at Cincinnati have incomparably more to do with shaping the 
progress and destiny of the American people than those who 
will spend the winter at the National Capitol in Washington. 


The latter, however well they do," will be engaged mainly 


with routine,-transitory and superficial things, whereas the 
scientists are engaged continually with vital and lasting forces 
Though popular applause goes mainly to men in public life 
the one body is greater than the other as natural science is 
greater than politics. 


There is an increasing recognition too, of the importance 


of men who devote their lives to the advancement of knowl- 
edge. The word "expert" has fallen somewhat into disfavor, 
from its abuse by charlatans. Bui the word "scientist" today 
commands respect everywhere. Even the unlea'rned public be- 
gins to appreciate the disinterested zeal arid the marvelous 
achievements of the surgeons, chemists, astronomers, electri- 
cians, and all their learned ilk, who not only possess greater 
knowledge than any former body of.men ever possessed, but 
are skilled in putting it to practical, human use. 


It is to be observed too, that this scientific, organization is 


international. That is appropriate, for science knows no politi- 
cal or racial boundaries. Representing the United States and 
Canada now, evntually it may represent the world. And if 
the world is ever governed scientifically, it will be a better 
world than the politicians have been able to make.
